UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP 


—The United States announced to 
clay it,ls ready to contribute ap 
proximately $14' million more than 
its sharcvof the U.N, Congo costs, 
but, insisted on measures to make 
sure'that all other members are 
required to pay their assessments.
